EMIGRATION. 


Emigration 
from 
the 
European 


countries to the 
United Slates and 


other countries of the world is dis- 
cussed 
at considerable 
length iu a 


British, publication 
which has just 


reached the department of commerce 
and labor through its bureau of sta- 
tistics. 
The discussion 
in question 


is part of an. elaborate document is- 
sued by the British Board of Trade, 
the title of the chapter which dis- 
cusses 
emigration 
being, "Emigra- 


tion from the Chief European Coun- 


, • tries." 
T.he following extracts from 


:; the discussion present the more im- 


portant of 
its conclusions, 
and es- 


pecially 
those 
which relate to the 


'United States: 


"The migration of population from 


one country to another is 
effected 


'.' by a number' of complex causes. The 


whole volume of migration, of course, 


' depends largely 
on the distribution 


throughout the 
world of density of 


population, climatic 
advantages, and 


wealth of natural resources, togeth- 
er with facilities 
of communication 


between' the more and 
less densely 


settled and naturaly favored regions. 


"As regards the volume and direc- 


tion of the movement from any par- 
ticular country, 
much 
depends not 


only on the natural .resources and 
field of employment, but also on the 
national temperament and character- 
istics, the standard of living of the 
people, and tho existence in, over-sea 
countries of populations 
of similar 


. or kindred character. 
: 


"So far-as .emigration 
is a purely 


economic movement, the. main factors 
which, determine ."the cihanges in its 
volume are two—the state of the la- 


.. bor market in the country from which 
;.- the emigrant starts and the state '.of 


the labor markets to which he goes. 
But emigration is-' by no means an ex- 


• clusiycly .economic movement: Other 


causes, such as political or religious 
persecution, have operated 
in many 


well-known cases, 
to encourage tho 


transfer of population from one coriu- 
t.ry to others. 
Broadly 
speaking, 


however, the economic 
element in 


migration is usually by far the most 
important, and 
even in the case of 


emigration 
to 
escape 
burdensome 


laws (e. g., the Russian Jews or Ger- 
man Socialists), the' time and direc- 
tio>; of the movement is 
determined 


largely by changes in the labor'mark- 
et in over-sea countries. 


"A study of 
fluctuations 
in com-; 


mercial activity and employment- in 
the principal Countries leads to the 
conclusion that among the principal 


- advanced, commercial 
countries tho 


general waves 
of inflation 
and de-'- 


pression "are to a considerable, 
and 


perhaps,> Sowing, extent, .simultanev 
ous;'though'the effect of these wide 
movements of expansion and contrac- 


, tion may'be. often 
complicated and 


disguised in the case 
of particular 


countries by .''purely, local causes, o. 


. S-, tho effect of a war or other dis- 


turbance, ahe 
discovery . of gold or 


mineral resources, good or bad har- 
vests, and so forth. 
To these local 


variations in the economic conditions 
affecting emigration '-are to -be added 
the local political causes already ad- 
verted to, which may tend at one time 
or another to stimulate or retard the 
migration of population. 


"These considerations' 
would lead 


us to expect that the total volume of 
emigration 
(say) from all European 


countries will follow 
some more or 


less definite law 
depending 
on the 


state of 
industrial 
activity in the 


world generally, and'especi'al'ly in the 
over-sea countries which are the clilef 
recipients 
of. emigrants,- while the 


flow fiorr. pvi'd to particular countries 
will be also affected by local and spe- 
cial circumstances, 
which 
in many 


cases may be oven more important.. 
Examples, both of the 
general and 


local factors in emigration,, .will 'be 
found in succeeding 
parts 
of this 


memorandum. 


"A few of the Jeading results may 


bo thus briefly summarized: 


"Since 1S7C 
(the 
first 
year for 


•which the statistics 
of net 
British 


emigration can be given) there have 
been two great periods of activity-in 
European emigration, the first begin- 
ning about ISSOj and 'lasting for "the 
succeeding ten or 
twelve years, and 


the second beginning about 3S99 or 
1900 
and still continuing. 
Separat- 


ing these 
periods 
was a period of 


comparative stagnation, from .1893'to 
about 1S9S. Thus the.. recorded, emi- 
gration from the principal 'European 
countries for which continuous rec- 
ords arc available 
was 
590,000 jn 


'1SS2; in 1S9-1 it was only 2:;<!,000; --In 
^1902 it had risen to 041,000. Though- 
by no means- the whole of this stream 


is directed to the United States, the 
alternating periods 
of inflation and 


depression in America have been the 
most potent single factor in the' situ- 
ation. 
The financial and industrial 


collapse of 1S93 suddenly diminished 
tho capacity 
of America 
to absorb 


labor. 
This 
was 
followed 
by the 


great increase 
of industrial activity 


wiiich began in 1S99. 


"lii the former of 
the two periods 


of activity Great Britain and Germany 
contributed 
large 
numbers 
of the 


migrants to America. 
In the latter 


period, however, these countries no 
longer supplied, any large proportion 
of these migrants, who were largely 
concribiiLed by Italy, 
An sir hit-Hun, 


gary, and Russian Poland. 
The 
to- 


tal volume of British emigration to 
all destinations did not diminish in 


• proportion to the fall in such emigra- 
tion to America, but i'o'jnd, to some 
extent, other fields within the Em- 
pire. German emigration, on the oth- 
er hand, has largely diminished, while 
that from Italy and Austria-Hungary 
has very rapidly increased. 


"In order to bring 
out the 
great 


change which has taken place in re- 
cent years in .the character of these 
sources, it is of interest to compare 
the two periods 1S79-1SS2 and 1S99- 
1903, 
which were the two periods of 


greatest expansion , of 
immigration, 


into the United 
States 
within 
tho 


series of years covered by the table." 
It so happens .that die total volume 
of increase was practically the same 
in the two cases, viz.- 544,000 in the 
three years 'JS79-1SS2,'and 
545,000 in 


the four 
years 
1S99-1903, 
but the 


sources from which 
the increased 


supplies oC labor -were drawn differ- 
ed very widely.

MANY NEEDS NOW 


But 
the Courses of 
Study Were 


Never Better Than at the 


Present Time. 


• The University of Wisconsin, Law- 
rence university, and Ripon college 
have just entered into a new agree- 
ment which is regarded as a most ! 
significant one, designed as it is, to! 
bring about a closer relation between 
these important institutions of higher 
education of the state. In accordance 
with this new plan, 
Lawrence 
and 


Rlpon will adopt the fourteen'' r.nit 
system of admission now required by ' 
the .university, and hence may make j I 
use of the university inspection and 
accrediting of high 
schools. 
This 


new agreement also makes it possi- 
ble for students of Ripoii- and Law- 
rence who, have completed one or two 
years of .college work to enter the 
university with 
full 
credit; 
and 


graduates of these colleges, in 
ac- 


cordance with general university pol- 
icy, may "enter the university as grad- 
uate .students. . Students and gradu- 
ates of Ripon and Lawrence may also 
enter" the university colleges of en- 
gineering and law on the same basis 
as students-and graduates of the col- 
lege of letters and science of the uni- 
versity. 
By this' new arrangement it 


will be possible for students of these 
colleges to combine a general col- 
lege course with a course in engi- 
neering or law, and reduce the length 
of the combined courses by from 
one to two years, 


Increase i'n Attendance 


The second semester of. the Univer- 


sity of Wisconsin opened with an in- 
crease in attendance of 72. Of those 
50 are new students, and 22 are for- 
mer students who have returned to 
continue and complete their studies. 
The'most marked increase is in the 
graduate school where 
twelve 
new 


students have entered, making 
the 


total enrollment of

graduate 


school 143, against 115 last year, an 
increase of 2S, or over 25 per cent. 
Five of these new graduate students

Wisconsin, and one each of Cornell 
university, Western Reserve univer- 
sity, Ohio State university. Universi- 
ty of California, University of Mis- 
souri, Cornell college, and the Uni- 
versity of Gottlngen.

street, Frontenac and Tonti leading 
the way,1 astdns and answering all 
manner of questions relating to -the 
kin?, the court, and the army. Be- 
hind them walked La Salic (bowing 
now and then as he caught sight of; a 
familiar face in .the crowd),, together 
with Barrios, the-governor's secretary. 
and Bizard, lieutenant, of his guard; 
Duchf-sncau, after 
responding to r,a 


Salla's greeting in a half-hearted sort 
of way, remaining behind to see tho 
other passengers and' receive what- 
ever dispatches the-ship had'brought 
from the king. 


The city was divided into an upper 


and a lower town, the former occupied 
by the government officials, soldiers, 
priests and inms, while' the latter 
(consisting of ono long street taking 
up the space between the river's edge 
and the foot of the bluffs) was made 
up of the homes of traders, sailors 
and a few Indians 
and 
fishermen. 


The ascent to the upper town was

you are to lodge beneath my official 
roof." 


At seven o'clock La Salle and Tonti 


were ushered into the apartment des- 
ignated by Frontenac 
when he left 


them. The walls were of oak and the 
high ceiling showed the rafters black- 
ened by the smoke that poured from 
the fireplace when the wind came from 
tho northwest. Above this fireplace 
were hung tho larc-p, branching antlers 
of a moose, used as a Vr'f-'i.ck by tho 
worthy comte, A number o£ pictures 
brought from France were decorated 
with strings of varl-colored wampum 
entwined about their frames, while a 
red blanket or a pair of moccasins 
were attached 1o f.io walls here and 
there; giving a bright toucfc of color 
to the otherwise gloomy interior. The 
swinging cressets tfiat furnished from 
overhead a light much feebler than 
that emanating from the blazing logs, 
showed In one corner an old -tarnished 
corselet and some steel pikes, while in 
another a massive carved desk and 
chair betrayed the offlolal character of 
the room.
